Who trembles not to rhink 
chat they from Scriptures ſhould find a Patent from 
Heaven to ſubvert all governments, to bind Princes in 
fetters of iron, that they themſelves might wear chains 
of gold * Who is not aſtoniſhed to conſider. to what 
height of lieentiouſnefſe, juſque datum. ſceleri, ſome 
men were arrived at, that they deemed it lawfull co cuc 
any mans throat that was not of their own conceptions, 
being as cruell and inhumane as that poeticall Gyanr, 

who laid all cravellers he mer withall-upon his iron bed, 
if their ſtature were longer then it,he cut off the over- 
plus; if ſhorter,by torture he equalled them to his rule. 
Tcall the laws of nature to judge of what ſpirit theſe 
men were of.

I thought once to have propounded ſome diſtin 
characters of ſuch nominall Saints, rogether with their 
wevod Gm ths madre, methods and defignes of aeceipt to- 
chear the World into a good eſteem - of them, thar 
from hence Tmight take a fuller advantage co incite 
you to the duty of the day, God having filenc'd almoſt 

in: 
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in darkneſſe the profeſſors of this Saintſhip ; and with- 
all ro have taught you from the mouth of our bleſſed 
Saviour, how to beware of Wolves in Sheeps clothing, 
ſhould they again come amongſ us : but I ſhall ſhut up 
this part by minding you of two things, 

Mark x fro that, under pretences of Religion and vi- 
zards of Saintſhip, ſhall cauſe diviſions amoneſt you, I am 
the bolder to prgſſe it, becauſe it is the Apoſtles admo- 
nition, Roxy, 16. 17, 18, and, much concerns us at 
chis time. - Mark them, and look well ts them, who 
cauſe diviſions and effences contrary to the doltrine which 
Je have learntd ;, and aveid them. For they that are ſuch, 
ſerve not the Lord Feſus Chriſt, but their own belly , and 
by good words, and fair ſpeeches, deceive the hearts of the 
ſimple. Exon%7e Marke them, who do SANOTELOETIOXOF OY, 
are buſie bodies in other mens matters, and are ready 
to ſet the mark of the Beaſt upon every thing that 
diſguſts them , who whilſt they cry up the Kingdom of 
the Lord Feſms Chrif, to the diſturbance, of the King- 
doms of the Eatth, do indeed mind but Earthly things, 
and ſerve not Chr:ſt bur their own intereſts and Bellies; 
and though their ſpeech may be as fair and ſmooth as 
Facobs, yet their hands are as rough and hairy as Eſav's, 
[Theſe are none of His, v/z. Gods Saints, 

Mark them that are the 'peaceable in the Land, (an 
Argument it was once, that a Heathen King alleadged 
to infranchize ſtrangers, Gey. 34+ 21,) who are . Gods 
Saints, and not the-Saints of the time, who will rather 
ſuffer wrong tor Conſcience ſake, then doit to your, 
or the Nations diſquiet and diſturbance. Ler thoſe 
men that have long prayed for the en of our Feruſe- 
lem,enjoy it, bv the bleſſing of God upon your Coun- 
ſells; that as God hzth kept their feer fi om falling, fo 


you 
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you would keep the foot of pride from their dwellings. 
which brings me to the ſecond part of this diviſion,

I. Literally : The Devil did not miſ-repreſent the 
2uomedo, and manner of Gods prote&tion, when he 
rempted our Saviour, Mat.4.6.

For God 
doth prote& us in our going forth and coming m, and 
we are to pray for it;but he tempted our Saviour to put 
himſelf out of Gods proteRion: for the Promiſe reach- 
eth onely to out wayes, Pſal. 91. 11, which the Devil 
ac induyſtria conceal d, a trick that all Heretiques have 
learned from the Father of lies, to mince and mangle 
Scripturall traths. Now our wayes ate not to throw our 
ſelves down from the pianacles of a Temple. or the bat- 
tlements of a'ſurret;to try whether an Angel will cake 
uns by the arm, and {et us gently down; true: then. it is 
ad. litcram, That God doth keep the feet of bis Saints, 
That he doth prote& and uphold them. as to:an ont- 
ward condition : which Saints of old have experienced 
and recorded in Scripture , but we cannot lay downithe 
Quatenws, to what meaſure, and.to what degree. Onely 
know this, That God is as-good, and: his promiſes as 
true, when Fob 's feet are inthe ſtocks,. as when Davids 
are-ſer. upon a rock, Which I therefore mention, becauſe 
ſome of us poſhbly.haye been ready to:queſtion Gods 
ſervabit pedes Sauttorum, when we have ſeenthem faln 
by the hands of violence'in our ſtreets.

That when we are weak, we ſhall become ſtrong; and 
when we think our ſelves to be ſtrong, he will ler us 
know our own weakneſle, $ perabam al:iquayao in virtule 
mea, que tamen non erat virtws, (aith S. Aug. I once pur 
confidence in my own ſtrength, which, when I had oc- 
caſion to uſe it, I found to be none at all.

thenthe other : for Acheiſm.is (corned and derided by 
the greateſt partof mankind, and is never like to gain 
any number of Proſelytes. The Devill had more cari- 
nin2then to ſay, Dominw:non dixit, the Lord hath not 


ſaid, But when theycometo —_ cheSctiptures,chink- 
w 3; mg, 
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ing that in-them they ſhall find a place fit for their turn 
to palliate their wickedneſſe:when they ſay to us,Come, 
let us come to enquire of the Lord to ſhed bloud, Theſe, as 
the ſerpent ſeduced Ewe, may more likely find out, not 
ill meaning, but not well- inſtructed complices. 

2. Theſe wicked are either the broachers or the ſup- 
porters of Schiſmes and Hereſtes. And if theſe are not 
ſinners of the firſt rank and clafſis, I know not why the 
Holy Ghoſt hath ſo often affixed this title on Feroboam, 
Feroboam the ſon of Nebat, who made Iſrael to fin, who 
at one time had made a rent both in Ghurch and State, 
which for ever was perpetuated againſt the houſe of 
David, and againſt the houſe of God. If that be true, 
the faith and martyrdome of dead Abel yet ſpeaketh, 
Heb. 1x, 4. may we not ſay, that thoſe that have led 
the van for Schifgge, Herefie and Rebellion, till fin 
being in their graves, and the miſchiefs that they have 
left behind them, adde ſome weight to their confuſion.

And though God doth not ſend 
a Court of Angells co arraign and condemn us for this. 
{tn,as we have our Common Pleas for common injuries 
betwixt man and man, yet our conſciences do, or ſhould 
condemn us: and 'tis an obſervation of a learned Anti- 
quarie of our own, that God hath ſtrangely witneſſed 
from heaven againſt ſacriledge, the eſtates gotten by it 
proving ſo vertiginous, that it was the adviſe of an Ho- 
norable Father to his Son, to look well, that if he pur- 
chaſed Lands, the Church layed no claim to them. Tle 
conclude this.

from moſt of thoſe miſeries that have befallen us.. *'Tis 
the unhappineſſe of this.

paſſion and ambition, I need not. quote Ariſtotle, to 
rell you that & Tos rings iv 1 awTHCia Ths miaens, that the 
ſafety of a Common: wealth conſiſts in its Lawes. Every 
Prolerarian, that is a ſubje&, and workes to eat, knowes 
ſo much, That ſince we, loſt our Lawes, our Babyloniſp 
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commonwealth was: but @ private weal, and a common 
woe, Bur if we ſtudy the laws of God more, we ſhall 
have leſſe uſe of the laws of the Realme : for which 1 
refer you to I Tim. I, 9,'10,

To trace this truth in 
our Civil converſe with men, wherein 1t 15 moſt legible, 
nothing can keep up the ſociery of Mankind but Ju- 
ſtice, 73 Troaurmiy dya der 3h 73 Pixavoy, Right iS an un1- 
verſall good, which our Bleſſed Saviour repreſented in 
that Golden Rule, Whatſoever you would that men ſhould 
do unto you, do that alſo unto them.

perour would not condemn a MalefaQor before he had 
rehearſed the Greek Alphaber, what ſhall we ſay of 
them that have condemned Nations to ſlavery without 
Laws or letters * Is there no ſuch thing as truth ? hach 
it no other rule but our own wyl? I have heard of a 
Robber upon the Pyrenean mountains, that having made 
ſeizure ot many packs of Linnen, the bereaved Mer- 
chants became his tupplicants for ſome reſtauration : 
he replyed, that he was no Robber but a Soveraign 
Prince, that -he would buy the Cloath, and asked the

When Chri# bid us be as wiſe as ſerpents foasto 
be 4s innocent as. doves, he ſufficiently furniſhed us with 
a Rule of living happily : the reading of Machiavell to 
aſtateman being of no more uſe then the doctrine of 
Fallacies. to a Sophiſter, onely to detet them. ſo we 
may, be as Angels of God to diſtinguiſh between good 
and evil; for beſides. that plain dealing hath that God 
ro-proteRt it, the-habiration of whoſe throne is Righte- 
ouſneſle, it morally conduceth;to a happy life, and hath 
theſe two advantages. 

I, It gaines us areputation intheeſteem of all men, 
both- gqod- and: bad: and! he ſhall eaſily be truſted of 
whom all men ſay. he may. That he is Cicers's honeſt 
man. quicam in tencbris mices, one that walketh uprightly,

1. Then Benedicamm Dominos, Let ws bleſſe the Lord 
who hath delivered us ſfom an univerfall coleration, or 
rather the ſole chenſhing of the various humours and 
phrenzies of our Religionifts, which, if they had been 
longer fomented under an Anarchy, muft needs have 
ended in that Mormo and bug-bear of Popery, which 
was ſo much dreaded, I know not whether without 
cauſe, but ſure not without deftgn, And we had al- 


moſt fought our ſelves into it 5 which was ſo legible by 


the eyes of wiſe men, that'I remember a grave perſon 
ſeven years lince gave this caveat to a neer relation of 
his, who had ingaged himſelf in the work of the Mini- 
ſtry,not to be over-forward in declaiming agaiuft Pope- 
ry,it he did intend to thrive in the world: Not that 
ſrom-hence I would allow their Church that honour,as 
if by the weight of its reaſon, or the demonſtration of 
its truth, it-could have won over our underſtandings,bur 
would rather have enſnared our affeRions. 

For it is the nature of man inall onr publick addreſ- 
ſes to our Maker to be afteted with exteriour decen- 


cies, (wherein the Papiſt may be faid to ſuperabound 
= even 
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even to a pompous gaudineſſe)which heathens praQticed” 
though.the objec of their worſhip was idolatrous ; and 
God, who beſt knows his own creature, ſolemnly en- 
joyned. by a law to 1ſrael, where their rites were ſacra- 
ments, and their ceremonies myſteries. And though 
Chriſt cancelled thejr Types,yet by his Apoſtle he con- 
ſtituted decency and order in his Church, 1 Cor. 14. 40. 
Where then weſhall ſee God ſerved without order, de- 
cency, and veneration, know that ſervice cannot long 
ſubſiſt,unleſſe there be ſome rare arcifices of intereſt to 
buoy. it-up againſt. a contrary tation , which I therefore 
mention, to let you know that they have not beea the 
worſt enemies of Popery that have moſt decry'd it.In a 
word, we have been building Babylox ever fince we have 
ſung thoſe Peans, ſhe i fallen, ſhe is fallen, And had 
Popery under this mask of toleration taken place, God. 
had juſtly puniſhed us for our venient Romani. 

2. Bleſle God who hath not removed the Candle- 
fticks of the Goſpel, but hath kept the light in them, 
though glimmering, alive, amidſt our various winds and 


 weathers; even then, when our finnes under his rod 


provoked him to his face. 

3. Bleſle God. Becauſe we muſt needs bleſſe God : 
were we as blind, and as intereſted, as Pharaohs Magici- 
ans,yet we muſt needs ſay of this our deliverance, Syre- 
ly this is the finger of God. And the mercy is ſo ſtu- 
pendious, that we ſcarce believe what we now enjoy ; 
tor though we cannot ſay, God hath appeared amongſt 
us, as a man ot wat, io gaine ſalvation for us by the 
ſword, yer as the Lord of Hoſts, he hath infatuated 
the policy, weakned the power, and filenced the pride 
of our Enemies ; And all this by ſmall, indeed by 
Bo meanes, It hath been ſaid, Ompe malum ab Aquilone, 


All 
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All evil comes from the North ; But now Omne bonum, 
All good, And how little that 4/7 was, ſome of us here 
beſt know: ſo we may (ay, that God hath reſcued a 
miſerable natioa from that corner of our earth, from 
whence he brought deftruction upon a finfull. 

4. Blefſe God, who hath called back his baniſhed, 
and raiſed up the Tabernacle of David, that was fallen 
amongſt us: and may he be our Solomon, who is our 
Davids ſon, A Prince that moſt lively reſembled 
that Princely Prophet in his devotions and troubles,

2, Let'it be our care, as it is our duty, to keep off 
judgments, and to ſecure mercies. 

1. To keep off judgments. And becauſe the cry of 
profaneneſle is ſaid to be ſo great in the Kingdowe,let's 
have a holy fear, and jealouſte of our ſelves, leſt, whilſt 
now our feet touch the :brinks of Jordan, and our Ca- 
1441 is Within ken, and before our eyes, God ſends 
contrary orders, and commands us to march back again 
into the wilderneſſe of our former confuſions. 

Right Honourab.e, Doe your ſelves therefore, the 
Nation, and the Church of Chriſt that right, vigorouſ- 
ly, and effeQually, by your PI by your i *: 
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by your examples, and by yonr anthority to diſconnte- 
nance & (uppreſle that ſpirit of profaneneſſe, True,v:tis 
erunt doxec homines : but when menglory in their ſhame, 


and are diflolute «&#; ardyvoiy acolias, 1 Pet. 4. 5, t0 4 


exceſſe of riet, they are not the ſpots and blemiſhes of 
children, nor ſhall they be reckoned as the bare infirmi- 
ties of our natures, they are fins that God will "puniſh. 
And of ſuch I underſtand that of Solomon, Pro. 14. 34+ 
Kiehteonſneſſe exalteth a Nation, but ſin # areproach to 
any people, viz, (uch finnes as openly reproach God and 
the profeſſion of godlinefſle. And the wiſe King pro- 
vides a remedy againſt it, v. 35. The Kines favour ts to- 
wards a wiſe ſervant, but his wrath ts again## him that 
cauſeth ſhame, *Twill be no diſloyalty in you to prevent 
our Soveraignes zeal and piety in this, of which 'tis ſaid 
he hath given ſufficient evidence abroad in his Court, 
and taught his ſubjeRs, that 'tis 4707» 7, a Piece of to- 
picall abſurdity, to be drunk in the Dutch-mans terri- 
cories. 

Let me therefore repreſent theſe confiderations to 
your care and zeal, | 

I. There are various parties in the Nation, which if 
they do not cement, as tis a queſtion whether they will 
or no, who knows but that God will reſerve them to 
{courge the prevailing ; if their mercies ſhall bear no 
better fruit then the bitter grapes of Gomorrah, open 
debaucheries to the (ſhame of Religion. 

2. Of theſe parties, as ſome would plead aright, 
others may be at preſent content with a toleration, yet 
all aime ar ſupremacy, as wotnall experience hath taught 
us: and (eeing the great and effectuall door to obtain it, 
hach been ſome extraordinary protefſton, taking adyan- 
rage of the loo!er lives of others, nothing can berte, 

coun- 
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countermine them,rhen by powerfully ſuppreſſing pro- 
fanenefle, which is ſo much complained of, and ſo loud- 
lydecryed, Whether inreſpe& to Gods glory, or any 
privare deſign, as yet behind the curtains, the ſearcher 
of all hearrs beſt knows. 

3. I offer ir to your conlideration , wherher one 
main reaſon of our ſubdiviſions, and ſchiſmes, hach nor 
ſprung from rhe licentiouſneſfle of the 757 noaxiy, greater 

arties. And can you blame men for being ſollicicous of 
their ſouls ſalvation in lefler aſſemblies ? who poſſibly 
may come over t0 us, when we come over to Godbya 
ſober and Chriſtian-like deportment. 

. T now eſpecially lay this duty at your doors, be- 
cauſe, I will not ſay you, but others, have turned us out; 
neicher do I ſee ir ſo feaſible to bring in the diſcipline 
of the Primicive Church, which I may ſay hath been 
loft ſome ages fiace, and become as uſeleſs to us as the 
armory of our ancients, and all that we can ſay is this, 
ſuch men and fach Chriſtians were our forefathers:they 
who ſhall attempr to recover it jure poſtliminii, ſhould 
firſt go, and underſtand that of Czcero co his brother 
concerning Caro, whoſe gravity and love tovertue was 
commended, bur his rigid and haſty zeal was thus cen- 
ſured by the Oratour, Cato optimre ſentit, ſed nocet reip. 

Platonis, & nou tanquan 
in face Romnli. The Roman Cicizens were (o far de- 

enerated from the frugality and auſtere life of the fic 
Founders of their'City, that ro compell them to ir by 
a1aw,might prove to be of dangerous conſequence to 
the Commonwealth. True it 1s, all crue andgdifinte- 
refſed Chriſtians, ſuch as are not in:love with-their own 
conceptions, doe heartily wiſh tor the Primitive purity 
and diſcipline, but we can only behold ic, as the —_—

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fity Student doth the Mariners Card,where our Eye, 8& 
ourCompaſle may trace ſuch Rhumbs, &ſuch Climares, 
wherein we never dare to expoſe our (elves, However 
if your counſells (hall beſtow on us our keyes, may our 
prudence be ſuch that we do not, as paſſionate Friars in 
a dark Cloyſter, break them about each others heads. 
So much of this admonition, 

2. Let it be your care to rebuke Bribery and Jnju- 
ſtice.Some have fo repreſented God to us, as if he cook 
no notice of any other fins then ſwearing and dcunken- 
neſſe. As for covetouſneſſe, which i idolatry, and the 
root and mother-fin of all evil, we cannot diſcry it, and 
it paſſeth incognito. The great qualifications of Fe- 
thro's magiſtrates, Exod, 1E. 21. were not onely ro be 
able men fit for their imploy ments, but they were to be 
men fearing God. And this their duty to God was to 
be evidenced by their Curty to man 1n their callings, and 
diſcharge of their places; for they were to be *WIN 
MIX wen of truth, that (ſhould judge righteous 
judgment betwixt man and man. And that this might 
tarther appear, their hands were bound up from bribes : 
tor they were to be men hating covetouſneſſe, For « 
gift blindeth the eycs of the wife, (aid the wiſeſt of men. 
Let judgment therefore run down as waters, and righte- 
ouſniſſe a5 a mighty ſtreame, Amos 5.24. Water is a free 
Element, and the ſtreames thereof are not to be nar- 
rowed and conveyed by {1lyer pipes under ground. Ba- 
niſh that proverb from your courts of judicature, Shew 
me the man, and 1 will ſhew youthe Law. Injuſtice, bri- 
bery and oppreſſion, are fins that are decryed by the 
light of nature : and Homer, as Iremember, ingraves 
the puniſhment of unjuſt miniſters of State upon the 
armour of his Achilles, This I mention for the ſub-

Diſcorttenance artery, and falfe 2ccufari- 
on. Theſe are fins that hamnr the'coure of Princes : and

the Eaſt, Mat. 2. whether it be in a table or at Fernſa- 
lem. Tis the inward man that commends ts unto God, 
who is to be worſhipped #» ſpirit and in truth, Foh. $. 24. 
that is, in hearty affeRions ; but 'tis the outward man 
that commends us unto menzſo our light is to ſhine be- 
fore them, that they might glorifie our father which is 
in heaven. 

Forlet me tell you, that if we own and countenance 
a protefſion of godlineſs, and put a veneration upon it, 
we may in Gods due time win over thoſe thar are truly 
Chriſtians, though blinded with ſmaller circumſtances, 
that as yet they ſtand in their own light.
